lieve that they would ever he satisfied 
with a constitution made under such 
pressure. 
For my own part, were I a 


delegate iu the convention, I would walk 
out of it unless the American government 
would withdraw its attempt to control 
the constitution. 
Time only can tell 


whether a revolution against the A/nori- 
cans will uT- necessary should the puiaeut 
policy be continued. 


"We shall never be satisfied with in- 


tervention. 
AVe want tho Americans to 


leave the island to the Cubans, who arc 
its rightful owners. 
I do not believe 


that they would ever voluntarily accept 
annexation. 
They want independence, 


complete and permanent. 
The military 


government now in charge is one of tho 
worst possible administrations.

Cci'l Traffic laiiger, 


Walking With Bare Feet Over Flam- 


ing Stone* and Bmenttna: From tb« 


• Pit t'nburned—Dr. Hocken Saw Thi» 


Done and De«crlbe» tbe Act. 


, Andrew Lang, who has written ei- 
tensively on myths, rituals and strange 
human practices, has made a Collection 
of stories that remind one of the ex- 
periences of Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abedncgo. In India, Japan and a num- 
ber of the south sea islands a custom still 
survives which is known as the "firo 
walk." 
Sometimes it is prefaced with 


inctmtations, and it is usually followed 
by a feast. 
The religious part of the 


ceremony is conducted by priests. 
The 


origin of the custom, both in respect to 
time and place, is apparently upknown, 
but it is possible that the rite has now 
lost some of its earlier significance aud 
detail. 


The essential feature of the perform-1 


ance, at least from the point of view of 
the uninitiated, is walkfing barefoot over 
a bed of stones that have been rendered 
red or white, hot by. Gre. The stones are 
laid at the bottom of an cxcu\ation like 
that prepared in New England for a 
Rhode Island clambake. Logs are cut 
into suitable lengths and piled over the 
rocky foundation, and these are then ig- 
nited. From four or five hours to a day 
is consumed in this part of the prepara- 
tion, which has been preceded, of course, 
by the work of digging the pit or oven 
aud arranging its rocky foundation. The 
embers having been hastily raked ofl 
and a redhot or white hot surface having 
been exposed, several men descend into 
the oven and walk more or less leisure- 
ly across the stones. In most cases they 
suffer no apparent harm. 


One of the narratives was presented to 


the New Zealand institute in 1808 by Dr. 
T. M. Hocketi aud describes a scene 
which he witnessed in one of the Fiji 
islands—Mhenga, 20 miles south of Suva 
Through the co-operation of civil officers 
and the steamshiip company the sinal 
clan on Mbeuga that still possess tbe 
wonderful power was persuaded to give 
an exhibition, and several whites accom 
panicd the doctor. 
One of them, a gov' 


eminent meteorologist, carried a ther 
mouieter that would register up to 400 
degrees F. When these guests arrived 
on the sceno, they found hundreds of ua 
tivcs absrmbled iu characteristic Fiji COS' 
tumc. The preparations had been under 
taken long enough in advance to avert 
any delay. Tbe oven was 23 or 30 feet 
long and 3 feet broad and was shaped 
like a saucer. 
The deepest part of tha 


dcpresbion was 15 feet long. The visitors 
saw the stones yet covered with embers, 
which were removed iu their presence by 
means of long poles bearing loops o: 
green withes. 


Walking beside the pit before this stugi 


of the proceedings, the man with the 
thermometer recorded a temperature o: 
114 degrees. After the stones were un 
covered he hung his instrument out ove: 
the center ot the oven, six feet above th 
stones, whereupon the mert%ury rose tt 
282. The solder was melting, and th 
instrument was liable to be ruined if lefi 
in that position any longer. What th 
temperature was on the stones theni' 
sch es can only be conjectured, but. Dr. 
Hockeij declares that they were "whit 
hot" aud that low dames from sma 
coals between the sttwRs could be seen 
leaping up around them. 


Two of the men who were to wal 


through the fire were examined by Dr. 
Hocken before their daring act. 
The; 


wore garlands about the neck and \yaist 
Their feet and ICRS were entirely bare 
The soles were soft and flexible, showin 
that they had not been rendered perrua 
ncntly callous in any way. In order t 
detect chemicals that .might have bee: 
applied for this occasion the doctor dk 
not aositate to use touch, smell and taste 
He licked the natives' feet with truly sci 
cntific zeal. But no explanation of wha 
was to follow could be- discovered. Final 
ly, at an appointed signal, the seven o 
eight natives who took part in the per 
formance came down in single file to th 
oven and then walked across the stone 
from one end to the other of the pit 
They spent less than half a minute there, j 
Immediately after they emerged Dr. 
Hocken again inspected their feet, but 
could find no sign of burning or blister- 
ing. 


Another historian mentions a fire walk 


In which the passage was made no Icsj 
than five times. Miss Teuira Henry re- 
counts similar incidents in the? Polynesian 
Journal, and odds.that her own sister and 
a niece also walked over the stones. Mr. 
Lang picked up stories of the practice in 
Japan, where several women pretended 
to have done the same thing, although 
corroborative evidence is lacking. 


An Englishman who tried the experi- 


ment himself, and was accompanied in 
his undertaking by three of his fellow 
countrymen, furnishes Mr. Lang with a 
short account. He is Colonel Gudgeon, 
British resident on one of tbe Society is- 
lands, Kniatea. The glowing stones on 
this occasion afforded a path 12 feet long. 
The act of walking over them preceded 
the ceremony of cooking the ti plant and 
was first performed by a priest and hia 
attendant. 
They w«nt down into the 


oven, bearing branches of the ti tree. On 
leaving the pit the priest offered a bifur- 
cated branch to Colonel Gudgeon, saying, 
"I hand my power over to you." The at- 
tendant uTd the same to one of the other 
whites. The remaining two Englishmen 
held no ti branches, but merely walked 
behind C«lonel Gudgeon. 


Threevof them escaped without harm. 


The fourth, who, by the way, looked 
backward, after starting, was somewhat 
burned. Green branches of ti were thrown 
on top of the stones an hour later and 
took fire; this fact affords a hint of the 
hent. Yet Colonel Gudgeon says: "I felt 
something .resembling 
slight 
electric 


shocks, and the tingling' sensations con- 
tinued hours afterward, but that was all. 
The tender skin of my feet was not even 
hardened by fire." 


All such ventures do not result so hap< 


pily. Several accidents are reported. At 
Benares, for instance, the walkers were 
burned enough on one occasion to be 
sore for two days. The Brahman master 
of ceremonies explained, hbwcvor, that 
"the Control of the fire was not so com- 
plete as usual, because the images of the 
sanctuary had been denied by the touch 
of Mohammedaas in the crowd." Sub

Images were carried through the fire and 
a cocoanut was thrown into the oven, 
three Hindoos who were observing the 
•pectaele ran again»t one another and 
fell into the pit. It ic alleged that they 


" VOICES OF GREAT ORATORS. 


In Ini« 
How They Controlled Them 


pftBvloued Speecb. 


Henry Clay's reputation as a great 


public speaker arose largely from his 
sonorous voice and well rounded periods. 
Thomas Corwin, who was a greater 
speaker than he, dealt more in humor, of 
which he was the most conspicuous mas- 
ter that ever appeared in American pol- 
itics. 
He always thought, not without 


cause, that his very readiness to convulse 
an audience with laughter detracted from 
his fame and gave the solemn, sonorous 
speaker, like Clay, great advantage with 
the reputation makers. 


Caleb B. Smith had a lisp in his speech, 


which, however, was scarcely distin- 
guishable iu the rapid fire of his clear, 
soprano utterances. Smith was not great 
on the printed page, but as a popular or- 
ator ou the stump he had no superior and 
few equals. Cassius M. Clay roared like 
a railway speeding over a, long trestle, 
but iu the rumble his words were at a 
little distance indistinct. It was not so 
with Smith. As far ns you could' hear 
the ringing tones of his voice you could 
distinguish his words and follow the line 
of his thought, although he spoke with 
much greater rapidity than Clay. George 
W. Julian spoke slowly and distinctly. 
lie was the best master of the weapona 
of irony and sarcasm the senate ever pro- 
duced. A bitter word grew terrible as it 
fell from liN lips. 


D. W. Voorhecs was the orator of 


lofty flight and startling simile. 
Hia 


voice could accommodate itself to every 
change of thought or mortification of feel- 
ing.

Tho story of how the famous little 


cratt the Maid of the Mist shot the whirl- 
pool rapids at Niagara falls is an inter- 
esting one.

OLEBGYMAN TELLS ODD BTOBY. 


I* t8T«, Five Ye»r» After the Snp-

He Wo» Jolm W.'» Brother. 
St. Louis, Aug. 20.—Since the dramat- 


ic trial and acquittal of aged Alexander 
Jester in New London, Mo., for the al- 
leged murder of Gilbert Gates iu 1871 
the Rev- C. A. Emrnons of Mount Ver- 
non, this state, has come forward and 
told of meeting -a man named Gilbert 
Gates in 1870, five years after the crime 
for which Jester was acquitted is alleg- 
ed to have been committed. 


Alexander Jester and young Gates, 


•who was or is a brother of John W. 
Gates of steel and wire fame, traveled 
westward together in 1871. Gates dis- 
appeared, while Jester afterward was 
found with Gates' team and a part of 
his clothing. He said he had purchased 
them . from Gates, who had given up 
the trip in disgust. 
Ho was arrested 


and managed to escape from jail. 


Less than a year ago Jester, white 


haired and bent, was arrested in the In- 
dian Territory, where he was living wjth 
his wife, and was brought back to Mis- 
»ouri to stand trial for the alleged crime.

GEMS HAVfe DISEASES. 


Borne tour CoJUv, £oni» Oi;»du»ljty Fade 


aud JLUe, Others Chip anil Crack, 


Gems have diseases just as men and 


v.-oineii do, witli this diirerenco, that the 
infirmities of precious stones con rarely 
be cured. Some gems deteriorate—grow 
old, in other words—and gradually become 
lifeless. Pearls ore most subject to this 
futu, and no «i(;ans have been found to ro- 
etore the:h to life. 


Among infirmities to which, precious 


stones lire liable is one common to nil col- 
ored stones, tliiit of fading or losing color 
wb ;ii long exposed to the light. The em- 
erald, the sapphire nnd the ruby suffer thu 
leiist, their colors being as nearly permu- 
nent us colors can bo, yet experiments 
made a few years ago in Paris and Berlin 
to tlefccrmino the deterioration of colored 
gems through exposure showed that even 
those suffered, a ruby which hud lain for 
two years in a, show window being percep- 
tibly lighter in tint than its original mate, 
which wns liopt In the darkness. 


The cuuyes of tho change are not very 


clear, even to expert chemists, but it is 
evident that tho action of the light on tho 
coloring matter of the gem effects a deteri- 
oration, slow, but exceedingly sure. 


In the case of the garnet and topaz the 


change is more rapid than in that of tho 
rubyand sapphire, but there Is a curious 
difference in -the result in topaz und gar- 
net, for while the latter grows lighter tho 
fori.ier appears to become cloudy and dull 
lu hue, losing much of the brightness 
characteristic of a newly cut gem'. 


For ages tho opal has hud the unenviable 


reputation of being the most unlucky of 
gems, and it is believed that the jewelers 
themselves were originally responsible for 
some of tho superstitions nnd hard luuk.

There In No Iitfthtnliiff, Thunder or 


Ituln, but They Sluice One'* Hair 
Heiilly Stand on End and the Stupe* 
Crackle Under the Feel. 
Perhaps the'most peculiar of the moun- 


tain phenomena are the so called electric- 
al storms. There is no precipitation, no 
lightning, 110 thunder and usually no 
wind, nothing to be heard and nothing 
to ba seen except the* gathering clouds. 
I5iU much may be felt. 
Everything is 


charged with the electric fluid. The 
earth, tho air, the very stones and trees 
and oven human beings are full of it. 


A mining engineer visiting a tunnel lo- 


cated on a mountain side at an elevation 
of 13,200 feet describes his sensations 
during one of those storms. All alone he 
was climbing up the trail to the tunnel, 
where he wished to examine a vein of 
ore. Great black clouds began to gather 
on the horizon and were soon rolling 
about the mountain side below him. A 
calra prevailed; then an unnatural still- 
ness seemed to be in the air. Steadily 
the clouds rolled up the mountain side 
like a Hood of black water. The stones 
as he stepped on them began to crackle 
and snap like dry wood in a fire. Realiz- 
ing these unusual conditions, he hurried 
to the sheltering tunnel above him. His 
hair felt us if a swarm of flies had settled 
in it. When he tried to brush them away 
with his hand, he found each hair stand- 
in;,' almost straight. 
The stroking of his 


hair increased the peculiar sensations he 
experienced, and, tingling from head to 
foot, the now thoroughly frightened man 
mn into the tunnel. 


Xo sooner hnd ho passed the entrance 


than the peculiar sensations ceased. Aft- 
er rotting awhile he went to the opening 
and discovered himself entirely surround- 
ed by clouds so black and dense that he 
could scarcely see live feet away, al- 
though the hour was not far from noon. 
Stepping outside to investigate, he re- 
ceived a shock that sent him reeling back 
into the tunnel, where lie remained for 
over an hour before tho storm passed. 


Such electrical storms beetn to be form- 


ed in strata. If a human being sbouLl 
make fnich connection as to draw the 
charge from one of the layeis, he would 
instantly be incinerated. This accident, 
however, has ne\ er been known to occur. 
Electrical storms prevail throughout the 
mountain region, but the sourest gtotnis 
of this nature are met only nt the great 
altitudes. 


With all the severity of electric al 


Btormr, and thutuler showers, it is a fact 
that human beings are seldom struck by 
lightning in the mountains. Death from 
that cause is much more frequent on the 
plains bordering the ranges than in the 
mountains themselves. 


The most destructive form of miiuntuin 


storm is the so called cloudburst, when 
the rippling brook suddenly becomes a 
roaring river, carrying death and destruc- 
tion in its path. The noise made by a 
cloudburst has no parallel.

Stale Bread. 


Americans aro sometimes accused of 


having too groat a fondness for hot bread 
and are told that stale bread is wholesome. 
If that is true, the Assyrian loaf that was 
recently discovered by a French explorer 
ought to be u particularly desirable bit of 
nourishment. 


It is supposed to have been baked some- 


where about the year 560 B. C. and was in 
excellent condition when found. Ho who 
should be fortunate or unfortunate enough 
to partake oi' that loaf ought riot to bo 
troubled with indigestion. It id auilicicnt- 
ly stale to suit the most rigid xipholder of 
a careful system of diet. 


The bread is bun shaped and was found 


wrapped in a c'oth iu a tightly sealed sar- 
cophagus. 


Some decidedly ancient loaves were 


found a few years ago at Pompeii. An 
oven, well preserved, was unearthed, and 
in it were resting several charred loaves, 
upon which the baker's name was still 
plainly to be seen. 


The bakers of Pompeii made their loaves 


round, with' indentations that permitted 
them to bo broken into eight parts. Simi- 
lar loaves aro baked in the present day in 
Calabria and Sicily.—Youth's Companion.

soil. The latter in most cases has never 
been broken to cultivation nnd is almost 
impervious to a sudden heavy downpour 
of rain. 
The consequence is that the 


mountains arc cut up with nrroyos. gullies 
and water courses and in the course of 
unnumbered ages into mighty canyons 
which astound the tourist. 


In an unusually heavy rainfall the 


great mass of water spread over a large 
area, instead of sinking into the ground, 
is quickly accumulated in the bods of the 
streams, which rise many foot in a short 
time. 
"VVhcn this accumulation is rapid 


enough and the "lay of the land" is just 
right, the water rushes down the bed of 
the stream in a solid wall nnd is called a 
cloudburst. 
The same precipitation in 


nn open country or in one in which the 
soil has been broken up by cultivation 
would be called a heavy rainfall and 
•would do no dnmage unless continued 
long enough for the streams to rise out of 
their banks and flood the country. 


One of the most destructive storms of 


this nature, so far as its manifold con- 
sequences aro concerned, took place in 
the spring of 1SG4, when a cloudburst oc- 
curred at the headwaters of Cherry 
creek. This is a small stream, dry most 
of the year, but notorious for its eccen- 
tricities. It flows through Denver and 
empties into the Platte river within the 
confines of the city. Jnst at nightfall tho 
water swept down this dry crook in a 
wall said to have been ton foot in height, 
carrying everything before it. Many peo- 
ple were drowned, and many buildings 
were Trashed awny. All night long the 
creek flowed bankfnl of water that was 
thick with wreckage. People were res- 
cued during the night on rafts and im- 
provised" boats. 


The most serious loss wns the city hall, 


•which was swept away by the water, to- 
gether with all the records on file there. 
These records included not only those of 
the state nnd city, but also the United 
States land filings. Tho .flood wns fol- 
lowed by tin era of land jumpings. nnd si 
good mnny of tho present fortunes in 
Denver date from that event. The snfe 
of tho city hall wns never found, although 
some relies of the flood, including n por- 
tion of the press of The Rocky Mountain 
Nows, are now in the rooms of the Sfatf

How Monotype* Are Made. 


One of the most interesting of all tho 


minor forms of tho graphic arts is the 
monotype, which, by reason of the ele- 
ment of accident in the result, rome- 
Limes rcvoalp an unexpected beauty of c-f- 
tect. Tho prtn-vss is simple. It consists In 
painting a picture with plato printers' ink 
on u metal plute. The plate is then put in 
a press, a sheet of moistened paper is luM 
upon it, and tho roller is applied. The ink 
painting is directly transferred to tho pt» 
per, and the print gives the artist's dra\v 
ing reversed. Unlike essays in etching, or 
any of the processes of engraving, mezzo- 
tint, or lithograph, a painter may work 
with the tools ho is accustomed to—brush- 
es. He jnay vary his methods by taking 
out lights with a rag, with his fingers, or 
with soft wood points, but he is not ham- 
pered by new tools or by difficulties con- 
cerning the preparation of the plate or tho 
printing from it. There aro no acids, no 
bitings, no first, second or third stjitcs, no 
expert printer to bo depended upon, as in 
etching. It is in no sense a reproductive 
process, for the painting is entirely trans- 
ferred to tho paper in printing, leaving tho 
plate blank.— William A. Cblllh in Cen- 
tury.

In the Middle Age* a Species of Bavlt 


Cn)I«d "Noble Falcon*" Wore Trained 
Hunter*—The Several Kluils ouil 1'helr 
Methods of Attack—Cau Catch Ducks. 


Hack in the middle ages, before the dis- 


covery of gunpowder, hunting with tho 
uid of tho falcon was as common as it now 
is with guns and dog's. Tho bird Jnnuurs 
of those days named a certain group of 
hawks the "noble falcons." 
Thtse com- 


prised the long winged hawks, which tal>o 
their quarry while it is in motion, ne\w 
approaching it stealthily, but always mak- 
ing their presence known by fiying Jilolt,, 
while watching for a chance to tiweep 
downward upon the prey. 


To the naturalist there are few bights of 


more absorbing interest then to vratch one 
of these noble falcons while purniing a 
chosen victim. Yet it is anything but r.n 
easy task to keep an eye upon it, in c;.se 
it extends its search for a meal over a Iturgu 
extent of country. If, however, the falcon 
is hunting through an open valley, tl.o 
naturalist, mounted on a tall tree or build- 
ing, has a favorable opportunity to watch 
it, especially if aided by a powerful lirtld- 
glass. Every motion of the bird mi.y thus 
be seen to advantage, except perhaps- Sin 
sudden downward dash when its quarry i:i 
discovered. 


The smallest of our winged fauna, the 


tiny "dicky birds,"as our Knglish frknd.i 
call them, tho sparrows, wrens and liny 
Oy catchers, dread the handsome and active 
Bparrow hawk as their most inveterate foe. 
Almost thrushlike in si/e, color and er.sy 
flight—when not in a hurry—this; smallest 
of the noble falcons is not easily detected 
until seen at close quarters, but ho is al 
most as sure of his victim as aro his larger 
relatives. 


The pigeon hawk, a cize larger than thu 


sparrow hawk, is equally suift, ferocious) 
and death dealing. Still more droadcd 
perhaps by tho smaller birds is the sharp 
shinned hawk. Its larger cousin, the coop- 
er's hawk, is an aetho hunter of more six- 
able prey, such as tho wild and taiuu 
pigeons, hall grown barnyard fowls, doves, 
quails and grouse. 


There is really little cluvnco iu escape 


from the olivet of these two formidnl la 
hunters. Like a swilt winged fate, they 
R'idom come but to kill, and the anxious 
mother bird knows not which ot her flock 
will be taken. 
These hawks, •when not 


poising aloft, fly silently throt.gh th 
woods, or low over the open fields anil 
thickets, and their pruM.nce is seldom sus- 
pected until they are right upon thur prey 
Then conies a swift stroke, a clutch o|' tht 
long, keen talons, and tho "kill" is as in 
bliintiineotiB as that of a rifle bulkt 


As the undisputed leader of the unblo | 


falcons, the very prince of these robin r 
baronK of the air, we may name the pere- 
grine falcon, better known in our country 
us the duck hawk. This dreaded hunter 
sights a Hock, or a single bird, fiying KO 
high us to preclude its possible return to 
the ground betoro ho can reach it. He then 
actually flics downward, adding the tre- 
mendous impetus of his wings to the forcii 
of gra\ity, and thus attaining a bpei d ll:M 
the eye cun barely follow. 


As he nears the earth he sets his wii.gs, 


end, without checking his f^icd, alttrs by 
a short curve the diicction of his flight 
from the ^ertical to the huri/onttil. 
Tnua 


Bv.-eiping along parallel to the i.-irth, with 
a f-peed tliat tho obserxer ooiuparu, \\itli 
that of a cannon ball, heo\irtakis the ill 
fatal duck—itself one of the swiftest oJ 
fliers—and. with one stroke, of its terribk 
talons, dials tho paralyzing blow. 


If tho duck falls in tin water, the hawk. 


unless unusually hungry, seldom cures tc 
regain it; if on land, he descends to ilii' 
repast, feeding only on certain choice i: or 
pels, ai,d leaving the rest to a less I'.IM id 
ions appetite. 
Indeed most of tht l,ih mis 


tat only uertuin portions of their jrey, 
and, as n rule, these are by no menus -.i;ch 
as humi'.n epicures rcgwd us the choiu.st 
tidbits. 


In regard to thu food of the noble f.il- 


cons, the department of agriculture, at 
\Yashiugtoii, through the labors of the ob- 
servers attached to the division of ornithol- 
ogy und mumii'alogy, has mmlo sumo in 
teresting reports. Among tho content.', ol 
falcons' stomachs have been found tho re- 
mains of quails, snipes, woodcock, grouse, 
ducks, various finches, and even—though 
in rare instances—swallows and KvdHH, 
with now and then king birds and piu-plii 
martins. 


That these, two last mentioned, knoun 


ns exceptionally swift fliers and invete-ruta 
hawk lighters, should fall tho victims of 
hawks may be accounted tor only in unii 
of two ways—they were either surpri.'-id, 
•while at rest by the sudden dush of the 
falcon, or they were taken when young, 
before they had attained full power o/ 
flight. Ko hawk or eagle, however swift 
of wing, cculd overtake in full flight j-uch 
darters as the swallow, the chimney swift, 
or the king bird. 


The hawks proper, forming a different 


group from the falcons, arc for thu most 
part shorter winge>d, and therefore slovvei 
and more clumsy. 
These include the it d 


tail, the broad wiugcd, the red shouldered, 
Swaiuson's hawk and others. They art, 
seldom quick enough to capture birds, o» 
even mice, and must content themselves 
mainly with snakes, toads and tho less 
active of the lizards, together with tlw 
larger insect a and spiders. Two of this 
group may bo named as exceptions to this, 
remark—the goshawk and tho marsh 
hawk. The last is an especially active 
bird, us it must be to capture Us prey, 
which (jon^ists,chiefly o? field mice, plovers, 
unipeK and cA'n, at times, wild ducks.—S 
Frank Aaron in Philadelphia Times.
